Next momirg. Mr. King went on. 
the axused presented themselves at 
his address, Dale represeuting himself 

“Mr. A. Rawden, police officer.” 

Dale, it was stated, said he had had 
Mr. King under observation the 
previous nigit and was going to take 
him into custody on a charge of for- 
gery. and that “I was to prepare my- 
self and go to Bow-street with him 
immediately.” Dale was also alleged 
to have said: On arrival at Bow- 
street I] shall prefer nine other charges 
against vou for similar ofences, and 
I have a taxi waiting with an assist- 
ant to take you to Bow-street.” 

Dale requested Jefireys to go down 
to the front door to wait “ with his 
assistant,” witness wert on, and then 
cotered the bedroom while witness 
was preparing to go with him.

real and substantial benefit. 1f 
-packages exceed £100 in value, re- 
sponsibility will only be assumed by 
the carrier for mere than £100 pro- 
vided the actual nature and value be 
declared prior to shipment. It is to 
be noted thaé the Rules do not apply, 
for reascns which it is Bot needfal to 
discuss bere, to cargoes such as grain, 
coal, &c., shipped in bulk.

COMETS OLD.AND NEW: | 


SOME OF THE CAUSES OF 
UNFOUNDED TERRORS. 


Ibis a matter of common knowledge 
that on the evening of Sunday, August 
7, five people at the Lick Observatory 
observed a bright object near the sun. 
Cloud prevented continuous observa- 
tion's and binoculars added no detail. 
The impression formed by those whe 
saw the object, says the Observer 
was that it was much more like a star 
than a comet, and. their evidence is 
above suspicion. at least two of the 
party being astronomers of world-wide 
repitation and Gold Medallists of the 
Royal Astronomical Society. It was 
far“removed from the milky way, 
where all known ‘new stars’ have 
sppeared, and must have been 

ighter than any star since Tycho’s 
nova in the 16th Century. It was 


‘ naturdily expected that in a few days 


time morning observations would 
confirm the cometary character of the 
yistant, which is casually termed 
Campbell’s Comet. The only notice, 
however, bearing on the subject ia a 
report that on the following night 
some gstrononiers at Heidelberg sw 
what they considered to be cometary 
bands across the sky, from which they 
concluded that the earth was passing 
through the tail of a comet. 
THE PONS-WINNECKE COMET. 

If so it seems a strange irony of 
fate that not many months ago the 
approech of Pons-Winuecke should 
have caused 8 smail journalistic scare, 
soon proved to be unfounded, sa 
Pom-Winnecke did not coms very 
near the earth, sod now the very 
thing then feared should have come 
to pass without any advertisement or 


flourish of trumpets, and without any 
obvious effect whatever. Thus dogs 
history repeat itself. The simple note 
that was magnified into a scare about 
Pons Winnecke had its exact coun- 
terpart many Years ago. In 1773 the 
celebrated French astronomer, Jerome 
de Lalande, proposed to read before the 
French Academy a paper entitled 
© Reflections ‘on Comets which. can 
Approach the Earth.” This bald ay- 
nouncement, for be did not even read 
the paper on the propoiéiP'date, was 
made the basis of a cireumstantial 


M*| report that “ M. Lalande predicts that 


a comet will destroy the earth on 
May 20 or May 21, 1773." Very 
wide was the range af speculation as 
to what the effect of the expected 
comet, would be. In vain did scientific 
men ridicule the: panic, Voltaire aa- 
serting. that since James Bernouilli 
had predicted ‘such a thing for b 
return of the comet of 1680 on May 
17, 1719, it must evidently be true, 
as thé slight miscalculations of 54 
years and three days could easily be 
ignored. . 
WHISTON’S NEW THEOHY-OF¥ 
THE . 

It may seem eqrprising at the pre- 
sent day that dire effects should be 
anticipated from an encounter with so 
tenuons’a body a4 the tail of a comet; 
but in the Eighteenth Century, hatdly 
snything was known of the constita- 
tion of comets or any other celestial

bjects. They had been compared to 

dl o’ the Wisps in the early days, 

hen they were: supposed to be 

‘ Btmospherte phedcimena, and it was 
‘@till thought likely that they would 
Spread porson or pestilence, or atleast 
‘would draw ont dither the oxygen or 
nitrogen from .the air with ‘dis- 
astrous effect. One supposed periodic 
comet was'.or a long time held 
responsible for’ the Deluge, sand 
a repetition of that disaster, though 
probably by fire instead of water, was 
believed to be in accordance with 
Bible teaching. This was the burden 
of a work by Whiston on “AN 
Theory of the Earth,” published in 
1696, in which he maintained that the 
éarth itself was originally a comet, 
and only became habitable when its 
orbit became nearly circular He 
gave a detailed account of ths pro- 
gressive changes, including the un- 
iverssl flood, a convenient comet 
supplying the needed stimulus, and 
foretold the fature catastrophe, when 
another comet collision shall.send the 
earth once more into an elongated 
comet orbit, involving such extremes 
of heat and deadly cold as to destroy 
all life on the planet. 
NO EFFECTS YET RECORDED, 
Sixty years ago the earth probably | 
passed through the tail, or one of the 
tails, of a comet, and it is quite 
likely that it passed very neatly. if 
not acutally, through the tail of 
Halley’s Comet in 1910. On no 
occasion, héwever, has it been possible 
to detect any cettain effect, even on ‘ 
so sensitive a thing as the weather. 
although trom tini} to time s atements 
have appeared such aa the common 
idea that a “Comet” vintage is a 
specially good one. For that matter 
181] was noted for a very' bright 
comet and an unusually good vintage;. 
but there are comets every: year, and 
brightness does not depend sa much 
on their closemess to the earth 
as to the aun, so that eve a bright 
comet may be a very long way of. 

It is probable that the small 
amount of material present in a comet 
is hardly likely to be able to penetrate 
the earth’s atmosphere without being 
disintegrated by..the beat due to 
friction; and-since the latest deter- 
mination of the” height of auroral
